There are a number of other ap- 
proaches they could have consider- 
ed. One is the proposal under active 
study in Ontario to allow wel- 
fare recipients to keep their earn- 
ings from part-time jobs, at least 
over a certain period of time. At 
present they must deduct whatever 
they earn at odd jobs from their 
welfare cheque. It has been pointed 
out that this discourages recipients 
from seeking work and gradually 
winning back their self-reliance. 


More consideration should also 
be given to providing a training or 
re-training program for welfare re- 
cipients to help\them find work. 
What the municipal federation’s 
resolution and similar thinking 
overlooks is that very few able- 
bodied men take welfare by choice. 
They would rather work, but for 
a variety of reasons find it difficult 
to adjust to an increasingly com- 
plex industrial and economic sys- 
tem. Forcing them to undertake 
make-work municipal projects té 
“earn their keep” is a short-sighted 
policy that is of little benefit to 
either the welfare family or the 
community. The main effort should 
be expended in retraining the man 
or finding him productive labor. 


Level Rises : 


greater safeguards for - persons 
whose: property is confiscated for 
public works. Under the new feder- 
al bill there will be longer notifica- 
tion, better opportunities fer appeal, 
and greater consideration for the 
costs, apart from the direct replace- 
ment of his house, which a dispos- 
sessed owner must bear. 

The provincial government 
would do well to follow the example 
of this more liberal attitude of gov- 
érnment toward-the-individual citi- 
zen. For too many decades the 
rights of the individual have been 
curbed in his dealings with the state, 
when the state wanted his property 
largely on its own terms.

The Something-for-Nothing Thing 


T= Canadian government, the Oppo- 
sition, the economists, the pro- 
ressors and even the harried housewives 
are always talking, these days, about 
“priorities” — a ma- 
gic word, a glittering 


remedy for all our 
ills; also a conven- 
jent escape mechan- 
ism, a flight from 
facts. If we ‘could 
only_fix_our ‘priorities 
in proper sequence, 
and stick to them, 
our troubles would 
soon be past. So we 
all agree. But, it is said, we cannot 
agree on the priorities, our 11 govern- 
ments work at cross purposes and if we 
did ‘agree we would never stick long to 
any definite plan of expenditure. 

It has taken a foreigner, without our 
native myths, to observe that all this 
reasoning is false. As Gunnar Myrdal, 
the great Swedish economist and citizen 
of the world, remarked recently in 
Ottawa, we already have fixed our 
priorities, we are sticking to them and 
they are very simple. 


Appetite for More 


The truth, he says, is that the 
ordinary man in the Western world 
‘wants more and bétter roads, hospitals 
and schools, increased personal con- 
sumption and lower taxes. In the end,’’ 
he adds, ‘‘you’ve got to educate the 
people that they can’t get something for 
nothing.’” = 

Something for nothing — that is the 
supreme priority. If you take an 
ordinary man aside for a moment he will 
tell you that such a proposition is absurd 
and insults his intelligence. In the mass 
society, however, it is the collective 
wisdom, the ruling fact of politics, the 
grand ifusion that distorts all our better 
motives. And, of course, it guarantees 
ruinous inflation, at least-until the day of 
final, and cine Teckoning. 


Where Blame Should Be 


Mr. Myrdal indicts the ordinary man 
for all the current folly and excuses hiis 
fellow economists. ‘‘Put the blame where 
it should be, on the people, not on 
economic theories,’’ he says. In theory 
he may be quite right, assuming that 
most economists share his homely 
wisdom, which is by no means certain. 
But én politics a sound theory often gets 
twisted completely out of joint. 

That is what has ha ed to the 
dominant ‘theory of Maynard Keynes. 
The politicians have turned it into a 
rather repulsive farce, as Edgar Benson 
admitted in his recent budget. 

_ Naturally, the admission is not aie

be economically bilingual, or even 
literate, to. read its meaning. In plain 
English Mr. Benson means that for a

governments, the nation’s affairs have 
been grossly mismanaged and he, at 
last, is trying to rationalize them. 

For a start, he has framed the 
surplus budget that should have been 
introduced “years ago, though he is-too 
honest to claim that his fiscal policies 
will cure inflation. It.cannot be cured, he 
Says, until -the vast United States 
economy is deflated — an. obvious truth 
which some of us have been noting for a 
long time but which the Canadian 
government has usually ignored because 
it pretended to be curing inflation on its 
own. 

Mr. Benson, in short, is attempting to 
unscramble a. stale omelet and in doing 
so must break ‘some additional eggs, 
with . inconvenient effects on various 
people. The resulting protests from 
business, labor unions and others is the 
best proof. that the budget means 
something. And the wild screams of the 
opposition parties, that demanded action 
and now denounce the government. for 
acting, show at once how politics differ 
from economics. 

It ts all very well for Mr. Myrdal to 
hoki the economists blameless. He 
eannot so easily excuse the politicians 
who stand economic theory on its head. 
He is accurate, anyway, when he blames 
the public for demanding far more 
immediate wealth than the-economy can 
produce, but who told the public that this 
was — in the first place? Who

It was launched mainly by. the 
politicians of the so-called Left and they 
are still promising the mathematically 
impossible.

Secondary Considerations 


Or, putting it another way, the first 
priority of Canada is not social. reform, 
not the rescue of the poor, not the 
education of the young, not the cleansing 
of air and water, not the: mikitary 
defence of the nation or its obligation to 
its allies. 

No, tthe first priority is the living 
standard, no matter how precarious it 
may be, based as it is on. world 
conditions entirely outside Canadian 
control, and no matter how unequal it 
may be between rich and poor.In an age 
of lost faith and moral anarchy the living 
standard remains sacred as a new 
religion replacing the old. We all want 
something for nothing and some of us 
are getting it, but as Mr, Myrdal sees, 
this thing simply won't work for long. It 
is doomed by mathematics and double- 
damned by morals.

BANGKOK—The | profusion 
of stylish American research 
outfits currently operating 
here, under Pentagon auspices 
has lent a kind of Doctor 
Strangelove quality. to the 
extensive U.S. military pres- 
ence in‘ this Southeast Asian 
kingdom. 

There is a good ‘deal of 
doubt, however, whether these 
outfits are producing anything 
worth the amounts of money 
they are. spending —or, indeed, 
whether’ they’. are producing 
much of value at all.

A more expensive enter- 
prise was the publication of a 
four-volume series on— Thai- 
land's northeastern Nkah 
Phanom Province. Besides 
featuring routine. agricultural, 
information, this study con-

South) and Rene Matte (Credi- 
tiste—Champlain) joined the} 
Liberal. members of he com- 
mittee in beating an amend- 
ment,, proposed by Dr. Paul 
Yewchuk (PC—Athabasca). The| 
vote was eight to two, Dr. Yew-| 
echuk’s only support coming 
from Melvin MeQuaid (PC—) 
Cardigan), 

Dr. Yewchuk wanted the bill 
to declare that the right to 
speak any other language. ‘‘shall 
not be restricted in any way” 
and no restraint’ would be put 
upon ‘‘the natural development” 
of any such language. He also 
wanted the federal cabinet em- 
powered to make agreements 
with any provincial government 
to facilitate and encourage this 
“natural development." 
GUARANTEE | 

Lewis eaid- the bill as it 
stands gives more protection to 
non-English, non-French minori- 
ties than the Yewchuk amend- 
ment. He was supported by 
Jean-Charles Cantin (L-—Louis- 
Hebert), parliamentary assist-| 
ant to Justice Minister John} 
Turner, 

The guarantee lay in. clause) 
38, which protected privileges 
and customs, as well as rights| 
and laws, relating to other lan- 
guages, 

After: rejecting the amend- 
ment, the committee approved 
clause 38. It says nothing in the 
languages bill can be construed 
as affecting ‘“‘any legal or cus- 
tomary right or privilege ac-| 
quired or enjoyed’’ with respect) 
to any other language.

The bill would make English 
and French the official lan- 
guages of the federal adminis- 
tration and require the govern- 
ment to provide it services in 
both languages in bilingual dis- 
tricts.

This article provides 
for jail sefitences of two years 
for the breaking-of any federal 
statute that, like theyanguages 
bill, contains no penalty provi- 
sions of its‘ own.

- Of Bio-Satellite Space Research Plan

WASHINGTON — While 
three men prepare to land or 
the moon, another branch, of 
the business is returning: to 
work with monkeys. And the 
monkeys: will be -even- more 
carefully watched. than the 
Apollo astronauts. 

Animals in space are 
nothing new. The fitst five 
earth creatures to orbit- ‘the 
planet were dogs: The early 
days of space research were 
Javishly populated with 
germs, mice, rats, inseets—and 
other animals, as_ scientists 
attempted to make sure that

Since then, astronauts have 
found space quite livable. For 
the scientists, however, this 
is not enough, Only limited 
boi-medical monitoring and 
experimentation has been 
possible with human space 
travellers, compared with the 
detailed kinds of studies 
necessary -to fundamental 
understanding of the effects of 
space travel. 

Now that man has spent 
thousands of hours orbiting 
the earth and even been-twice 
to-the~moon,;~such~a~detailed

Month of Exposure 


The subject: a pigtail 
macaque monkey, elaborately 
wired and instrumented to let 
researchers on earth keep 
track of everything from the 
density of his bones to the 
movements of his eyes, The 
monkey will be carried into 
orbit in Biosatellite D, to 
spend an -entire month ex- 
posed to the weightlessness 
and radiations of space. 

This will more than double 
the manned record for time in 
space, set when Gemini 7 
stayed aloft for two weeks_in 
1965. 

“Tt will be the’ most ex- 
haustive study ever made of 
an organism in weightless- 
ness,’’ says Benny B. Hail, the 
National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration's deputy 
bioscience director, ‘‘far more 
so than could be made with a 
man.” 

The only biomedical 
formation ‘monitored on U.S. 
astronauts is breathing. and 
heart rate, augmented by 
blood, tisse and _ waste 
samples gathered before and 
after.each flight. Experience

has shown more elaborate 
instrumentation to be  un- 
necessary to crew safety; in 


addition, the equipment would 
add weight and take up 
valuable space in the com- 
munications -bands.

The Biosatellite monkey will 
such tests possible. 
Restrained. in his custom- 
fitted coach, he will have only 
limited tasks to perform, such 
as pushing a food-pellet. dis- 
penser button. 

Embeddied in his brain, and 
passing out through tiny holes 
in’ the skull, will be 11 
electrodes to monitor brain 
functions. 

Another pair of sensors will 

ratch eye movements; which, 
during sleep, _can__ indicate 
dreaming,*.Two'more in neck 
and back muscles’ will report 
on muscle tension and 
activity, while others on the 
chest will provide the same 
heart rate and respiration 
data that is monitored on the 
astronauts, 

Four implanted tubes - will 
check blood pressure inthe 
principal veins and arteries, 
‘whilé one in the bladder will 
collect urine continuously for 
analysis by an automatic 
device that will look for signs 
of increased levels of calcium 
and creatine, indications of 
deterioration in bone and 
muscle tissue. 


Post-Flight Tests 


It took researchers two 
years and more than $1.5 
million to compress the urine- 
analyzing functions of several 
large pieces of equipment and 
a lab technician into an 
automatic shoebox that would 
fit in the cramped 
Biosatellite. 

A great number of before- 
and-after-flight tests are also 
planned. The change in the 
amount of normally radio- 
active potassium in the 
monkey’s body will be 
measured as an index of loss 
of body cells. 

Other—analyses will cover 
changes in red blood cells, 
plasma, total body . water, 
extra-cellular and. intra-cellu- 
lar fluid, hemoglobin and 
plasma protein. 

Before-and-after X-ray will 
be taken at 17 different points 
on the monkey's spine, hands, 
arms, feet, legs and. pelvis.

days after the mission to 
evaluate its recovery rate. 

In addition, studies will be 
made to find -any changes in 
spermatozoa or pre-sperm 
cells, and the monkey’s de- 
velopment will be watched for 
several years to-see if his 
maturing has been affected by 
his long stay in space. 

Exactly which monkey will 


make the frip has not. yet 
been decided, and will not be 


until 12 hours before the 
scheduled launch.
